From the standpoint of wins and loses the 1949- 
50 season was not successful; however, the team de- 
serves a great deal Of praise. Every contest present- 
ed the same obstacles, these being experience and 
number of players our opponents could play against 
our small squad. 


A review of the game scores will show that even 
though we were out scored better than one hundred 
points the difference in the score was for the most 
part not large.
